“Bib’’ Lynch, Suspect in Labor 
Murders, Found in Hospi- 
fal with Bullet in Lung. 


TWO OTHERS IDENTIFIED 


Police Ascribe Highway Robberies 
by Autoists of Last Few Weeks 
~ to Idle Clique. 


ABANDONED MOTOR CAR LOCATED 


Three men have been arrested as members 
of a gang which held up the saloon of A. L. 
Reber at 6400 State street late Saturday 
night. 

Circumstances brought out by police in- 
vestigation since the arrest of the men have 
led the authorities to believe that the Maurice 
Enright gang of labor sluggers have turned 
holdup men and have pressed into service 
the notorious ‘ pirate automobile.” 

The men arrested are: 

LYNCH, WIULIAM (BIB), 57 East Fifty- 
fourth place. 

BENNBTT, THOMAS, 6002 South State 
street. 

O'MALLEY, JOHN, 51% Aberdeen street 

Lynch has been identified by Mrs. Reber. 
She saw him at Provident hospital, 57 West 
Thirty-sixth street. He has a bullet through 
his lungs put there by Mrs. Reber, it is be- 
lieved, as the holdup gang drew away from 
Reber’s saloon on the night of the crime. 

Bennett and O'Malley have been identified 
by Mr. Reber at Englewood police station. 

The police attach peculiar significance 
to the capture and to the nature of Lynch's 
going to the hospital. 

A message describing the bandits who held 
up the Reber saloon had not reached all the 
stations when four men in a red automobile 
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drove up to the entrance of the hospital. 
As goon as the injured man was lifted from 
the car it moved fifty feet away and stopped 
again in a shadow. The driver then joined 
two companions who in the meantime had 
carried the wounded man Inside. 


Tell Doctor They Found Him. 

‘Fie’s shot,” said one of the men to the 
physician in charge. “We found him at 
Tbirty-ninth and La Salle streets."’ 

Lynch was sent to the operating table at 
once. The physician followed. When he 
returned to the office the three men had left 
and the automobile had disappeared. 

Then the Stanton avenue station was noti- 
fied. For a time it was believed that there 
had been a fight at Thirty-ninth and La 
Salle streets, and detectives were detailed to 
learn the particulars. At the same time a 
message describing the injured man was sent 
ovt. When it reached the Englewood station 
two detectives were sent to thé hospital to 
see the man and question him asbout the 
saloon holdup. They recognized him as 
Bib Lynch. 

Lynch Refuses to Talk. 

They also learned that his brother Bob 
and his father had called at the hospital 
shortly after the automobile crew had left. 

The injured man, however, refused to make 
any statement, except that he was shot ine 
fight with a man he does not know at the cor- 
er of Thirty-ninth and La Salle streets. 

“1 didn't get a good look at the man,” he 
said. ‘ 
Doubting his story, detectives sent for Mrs, 
Reber and she visited the hospital during 
the morning. 

“That's him,” she said. “Iam sure that 
is the man at whomI shot. The bullet struck 
him in the left side, if it hithim atall. As the 
men ran out of the front door of the saloon I 
ran into the kitchen after a revolver I knew 
was there. I had just time enough to reach 
it when I heard the first man run by the 
kitchen window toward the automobile, 
which was stopped near the alley in Sixty- 
fourth street.’’ 

“Aas the next man passed the window I 
fired two shots. I was within three feet of 
him at the time and could not understand 
how I missed him, if I did.” 


Find Automobile Deserted. 

At 7:30 o'clock’ in the morning an auto- 

mobile, believed to have been the one used 
by the automobile highwaymen in their three 
raids in the last few days, was found de- 
serted at Forty-first street and Wabash ave- 
nue. | . 
It was taken to the Fiftieth street station. 
The machine bears the number 2589 I11., 
which the police say was stolen from an- 
other car a short time ago. 

The ‘automobile is a red Maxwell machine 
and has seats for five persons. 

It corresponds in every detail with the 
descriptions given of the robbers’ machine 

Five men are wanted for the robbery of 
the Reber saloon. There were six in the 
automobile crew that robbed W. P. John- 
son and &. M. De Camp Thursday night at 
East Seventy-second street and Perry ave- 
nue. The same gang is believed to have 
held up a saloon at 62 East Chicago ave- 
nue Friday morning. 


Brothers Taken Into Custody. 

Both Bib Lynch end his brother, Bob 
Lynch, were taken into custody following | 
the killing of Malloy fn the saloon of Martin 
Moody at Fifty-minth and State streets on 
April 27. Bob wes charged with being an 
accomplice in the case, and is now at liberty 
on $20,000 bonds. 

Bib, after being questioned by Capt. Collins 
at Englewood station. was released. Bib 
also was taken in custody in connection with 
the slaying of William Gentleman, for whose 
murder Enright stands indicted, but was 
released. : = 

Information was given to the police at a late 
hour that a street ofr conductor living near 
Fifty-first and Halsted streets had been 
killed in the holdup of Reber’s saloon. Sev- 
eral detectives under Lieut. Coughlin were 
detailed to investigate the report. They 
learned that the man had not. been home for 
a week and is believed tobein Michigan. j

Selwyn CC. Edgar Jr. Takes 


Body of Mrs. Kate Porter to 
Be Buried Beside Father. 


TELLS HOW GOOD SHE WAS 


Selwyn C. Edgar Jr.. the son from whom 
the circumstances of life separated the late 
Mrs. Kate Porter, took her body back to 8t. 
Louis last night. where it will rest in Belle- 
fontaine cemetery beside that of the father 
who disowned her thirty years ago. 

Mrs. Porter fs the woman killed by an au- 
tumobile at’Sheridan road and Leland ave- 
nue last week. 

The rain was just beginning to splash on 
the é¢idewallks in the morning when young 
Edgar, weary with his eighteen-hour rush 
from New York, stepped into undertaking 
rooms at 786 South Wabash avenue ana 
locked on the pale face of his mother. 

His own face was solemn and touched with 
a sort of hesitancy, as though he feared what 
inquiry might reveal. It had been twenty- 
two years since he had seen her—so long that 
no vestige remained of any childhood mem- 
cry which for a while might have lingered. 

To him the face was that of a stranger. 

“She must have been a good woman,’’ he 


said, simply and impersonally, as his gaze 


took in firm forehead and clear profile. "May 
God give her rest.’’ 


Taught to Believe Her Dead. 

** You see,’’ he explained a moment later, 
as though he felt the need of justification, 
“I was only a child when she left us. I 
had been taught to believe that she was 
dead, and for the last ten years I guess 
every one believed it. I had no idea even 
of her appearance, no recollection of her 
voice or her manner or of anything about 
her. That is the reason, I suppose, that it 
does not affect me to know that she is dead 
as it might affect other men.” 

After arrangements had been made for 
transportation of the body to St. Louis Mr. 
Edgar and W. F. Hobbs, his mother’s for- 
mer employer, drove in a taxicab to the 
Hobbs residence, 986 Castlewood terrace, 
where Mrs, Porter for five years worked as 
companion and housekeeper. There the son 
told as much ag he knew of the two trag- 
edies of his mother’s life. The story was 
substantially the same as the one Mrs. Por- 


ter told one day to Mrs. Hobbs. Instead of 


being 1 year old, young Edgar was about 4, 
he thinks, when his mother left him. 


“She Was Most Good to Me.” 

“The last time I remember seeing her,” 
he said, “ was on a trip we all took to Leb- 
anon, Mo., one summer. I must have been 
about 4 years old. All that I remember is 
that she wes unusually pretty and was most 
good to me. After that I understood that 
she was.dead. Wvery one took care to get 
this impression in my mind, so you can im- 
agine my feelings when young Mr. Hobbs 
a couple of years ago came into my office at 
St. Louis and told me that she wes living 
with them. 

“I dared not mention the subject to my 
father, for I knew that he disliked gven the 
mention of hername. From what Mr. Hobbs 
teld me 1 understeod that she was acting 


—— 


as a sort of companion to Mre. Hobbs. I did 
not imagine that it was a menial position.” 

“It wasn’t,” Mrs. Hobbes broke in. “She 
was just like one of our family!” 

Mr. Edgar winced. 

“Anyway,” he went on, “that was my 
understanding. I had my business in St. 
Louls—I am general manager of the Edgar 
Zinc company there—to attend to, and my 
family to take care of. I really didn't have 
enough money to spare to put my mother ina 
home of her own, so I compromised on send- 
ing her enough to supply her personal needs 
as long as she was with these Christian peo- 
ple. 

‘None of my family knew I was in com- 
munication with her. I intended to visit her 
the first time I made a trip to Chicago; but 
I kept putting it off, until now—’” he spread 
his hands—"“' it is too late.”’ 

‘What was the cause of the divorce?’ he 
was asked. 

“T don’t know,” he answered. “I never 
did know. She and my father married at 
an early age—he was 19 and she was 16 or 17 
You know the way those young marriages 
usually turn out. Her own father was most 
angry about it. He didn't disown her, as has 
been said, but they quarreled and, I believe 
never made up. 


Divorce Not Caused by Her Wrong. 


‘No one tn our family ever spoke of her 
to me, and what she did or where she went 
after she left St. Louis until she came bere 
I don't know. I do know this, though,” 
and his voice became warm, “ the separation 
wasn’t a result of anything wrong that she 
dia. All her friends say she was a good 
woman and a noble woman.’’ 

“Will your father attend her funeral?” 

“1 don't think so. Remember, she has 
been married once since they separated, and 
he has been married twice. Of course, with 
me it’s different. She was always my mother, 
and I only wish to God that I had known 
where she was years ago. I feel that I 
have been cheated out of the love which any 
boy of the street may have,”’ and the youth 
gazed back disconsolately tnto the empty 
years. 

Mrs. E. W. Torbet, a sister of Mrs. Porter, 
and other of her immediate relatives wil) 
meet Edgar when he arrives in St. Louls. 
They are ready to forgive now. 


ASIATIC CHOLERA IN BOSTON:

Mrs. E. H. Hardin, 1787 Penn street, 
Kansas City, stopping at the Congress 
hotel, says she lost $80 and was drugged. 

A. L. Sweeney, stopping at Auditorium 
hotel, left the party comparatively early 
and lost nothing. 

Mrs. Evelyn Romadka, paroled convict, 
who went under an alias and who dis- 
appeared after the slumming party ; still 
being sought by police. 

It was a reckless party which gathere@{n 
the Pompeiian room of the Congress hotel last 
Thursday night. None of them knew much 
about each other except Mrs. Hardin and 
Mr. Gatlin. They had known each other in 
Kansas City. 


Slumming Trip Is Proposed. 

Hardin proposed the trip into the red light 
district. They would just hire a touring car 
and make a grand review of the south side, 
with stops at the all night drinking halls and 
the ever open resorts. At first the proposaj 
had been confined to Mrs. Hardin and Gatling 
then Sweeney dropped,:in and Gatling being 
in a convivial mood, asked hin: to jcin. He 
accepted, but explained that he was without 
companionssip. 

“ Easy,’ replied Gatlin. 
get you some one.” 

Mrs. Hardin thought for some time, and 
finally remembered Romadka, to whom she 
had been introduced early in July in the Pom- 
peian room as Mrs. Stroud. She had been in 
town, it seemed, for some time, and shortiy 
after her meeting with Mrs. Hardin had been 
ejected from the Congress hotel. 

Mrs. Hardin telephoned to her room in the 
Auditorium hotel, and soon the party was in- 
creased by one. Before the night wae over 
that unit turned out to be the largest factor 
in the equation. 


Sends for Sleeping Powders. 


Shortly after they started the Romadke 
woman, * perceiving that Gatlin seemed ¢a@ 
have the most of the money, attached her 
self to him, and Mrs. Hardin naturally de- 
volved upon Sweeney. In this manner the 
party was arranged when their touring car 
glided from the shadows of Michigan boule~ 
vard into the glaring whiteness of Twefitpe 
second street. 

Gatlin is said to have had $200 when he 
started. He found a pleasant welcome ig 
the dance halls and drinking places Soon 
these became too dull for the party, which 
was becoming gayer with every pop of the 
cork, and the automobile turned into the 
region of shrill laughter and electric pianos, 

At 3 o'clock began the process of elimina- 
tion. Sweeney, who was with Mrs. Hardin, 
was naturally the first to be left. Mra. 
Romadka ordered the manner of his leave 
ing. She declared that she needed some 
headache powders, and Sweeney volunteered? 
to get them. He went into a drug store ag 
Twenty-second etreet and Wabagh avenue 
When he returned the cab—for the party had 
forsaken its vehicle of the early evenihg-~< 
was gone. Sweeney returned glumily to his 
hotel via the street car. 

Having shaken. Sweeney, it was én eaayt 
matter to drop out Mrs. Hardin. Her recole 
lection ie dazed. She says she became sud« 
denly sleepy and lost track of things until 
about dawn, when she discovered herself 
being piloted to her room in the Congress by 
two beliboys. When she awoke in the afters 
noon §80 was” gone. 


Found Unconscious in Street. 

Thus was Gatlin, the financial guide of the 
Mra Romedke. What happened to him? He 
does not know. Like Mrs. Hardin, he aw 
black for awhile. About 5:30 o'clock Friday 
morning policemen found him unconecioug 
and prostrate, at the corner of Bast Twenty~ 
eighth street and Michigan avenue. Behind 
his left ear wae a big bruise. The policemen, 
finding nothing of value on him, concluded 
that he was the usual morning by-product 
of the crime district. 

A wegon took him to the Twenty-second 
strect station. A lttle while before noon. 
when it was discevered that he was stil} 
sleeping, the police became alarmed and be- 
gun attempts to revive him After twe 
hours of work they succeeded. He wae able 
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told House Detective Repetto of the affair. 
He s@id he’ had lost a diamond shirt stud 
and g diamond ring worth $S0U, and about $60 
in cash. When he went to Mrs. Hardin's 
room for an-explanation he reccived nothing 
except a story similar to his own. 

He sought out Sweeney and learned that 
unoffending participant's fate. The connec- 
tions were too obvious. Gatlin became in- 
censed, threw discretion to the winds,. and 
Saturday night reported the robbery to the 
detective bureau. 

After listening to the description of Mrs. 
“Stroud,’’ Detective Sergeant McFarland 
gave Gatlin a chance to inspect the portrait 
of Evelyn Romadka in the rogues’ gallery. 
His identification was instant. Mrs. Hardin 
and Sweeney aflirmed it later. A search 
was immediately begun for the woman, but 
no traces of her after she left the Auditorium 
hotel at 12 o'clock Friday afternoon. 

Sweeney, it may be added, had met her 
when she was going out, but knowing noth- 

{ng of the double robbery had contented him- 
self with reproaching her for running away 
with the cab while he searched for head- 
ache powders. The woman laughed and 
passed on. 2 

Mrs. Hardin says she is the widow of 
Frank Jones, a former saloonkeeper In Kan- 
gas City. He left her an estate of $200,000, 
which has since béen contested by other 
heirs. The Kansas City police say that she 
Dore a good reputation for honesty. She is 
@ brunette, about 30 years old. Last night 
she was still at the Congress. She talked 
freely. 

Mrs. Hardin Tells Story. 

“T met the woman who was with Mr. Gat- 
I'n. Mr. Sweeney and myself Thursday night, 
about July 1, in the Pompeian room at the 
Congress hotel,’’ said Mrs. Hardin. “T was 
introduced to her by a woman of the name 
of Mrs. Brown, as Mrs. Stroud, if I remember 
rightly. Since that acquaintance I have met 
the woman but three times. 

“The second time I met her at the Audi- 
torium and she said her right name was 
Graves, not Stroud. When Mr. Gatlin, whom 
1! had met through another woman, proposed 
e trip on Thursday, he asked me if I could 
get a friend. 

“Tt fold him I knew of nobody. Finally 
Y remembered Mrs. Graves, whom I have 
identified since from a picture in the rogues’ 
gallery as Mrs. Evelyn Romadka, and told 
Mr. Gatlin that I would get her, but did not 
think much of her, because she did not look 
just right to me. You know a person gets 
that kind of a feeling when they meet one 
that they cannot become really attached to. 

“.Mr. Gatlin said, ‘Get her anyhow.’ and I 
called on her at her room at the Auditorium 
hotel, and she said she could come right down 
to the dining room at that hotel. Mr. 
Gatlin then got Mr. Sweeney and we went 
out on the trip. 

** We visited many places and drank much. 
About 4 o’clock Friday morning I Secame 
rather sleepy. I knew nothing untt] I got 
back to the hotel when two be!! boys helped 
me to my room. When I awoke I knéw that 

ei had been drugged and $80 I had was 
missing.” 


Says Gatlin Borrowed Money. 

eeney was disgusted with the affair 
when he talked about it last night. He 
brought into the matter the personality, but 
not the name, of a third man, who Its said 
to have loaned Gatlin the money with which 
he plunged upon the evening’s merriment. 
Speaking of the Romadka woman, he said : 

“ We had met the women informally. Then 
we were introduced by a mutual friend. a 
man who is worth at least half a million. 
This man offered to lend Gatlin as much 

‘gmoney as he wanted. Gatlin borrowed a 
goodiy sum from him, which he afterwards 
lost in the slumming party. 

“We drove about the ‘red light’ district 
and stopped at many places and drank con- 
siderable. About 4 o’clock in the morning 
Mrs. Graves, whose picture I have since iden- 
tified as Mrs. Romadka, suggested that I get 
some sleeping powders for her. I told the 
criver to stop at the nearest drug store. He 
did so at Twenty-second street and Wabash 
avenue. 


Sees Mrs. Romadka Again. 

“J got the powders. When I returned to the 
street the cab was gone. I came back tothe 
hotel feeling rather blue to be Jeft out in the 
cold the way I had been. I riday I met the 
woman and called her down. 

“A short time after I met-her I learned of 
the robbery of Gatlin. Mrs. Hardin seemed 
to have known her for a long time. 

“Gatlin was angry with me when he re~- 
covered Friday and started to tell me what he 
thought of me. Our mutual friend was there 


“and interfered. He told Gatlin that he had 


known me since I was a boy and that he 
would back me to any amount below half a 
million. 

“The quarrel was patched up in this man- 
ner.”’ 

Sweeney admitted that he hada drug busi- 


- Mess in Little Rock, Ark... but refused either 


to affirm or deny that he was a married man. 


Convicted as Aid to Negro Thief. 

Mrs. Romadka formerly was the wife of 
Charles J. Romadka, a millionaire trunk 
manufacturer of Milwaukee. She was re- 
leased from the state prison at Joliet Jan. 5, 
1910. She is the woman whose sensational 
exploits as the accomplice of a negro thief 
gained her notoriety. 

She was a guest at the*Victoria hotel on 
Michigan avenue on Oct. 7. 1907, when she 
was accused of having stole $1.000 worth of 
jewelry from the residence of Mrs. Clarence 
E. Beck, 5560 South Park avenue, and ar- 
rested. a 

Albert Jones, a negro, was taken into cus- 
tody, and part of the stolen jewels were 
found in his possession. He confessed and 
accused Mrs. Romadka of planning a number 
of thefts in which he and she participated. 
Her husband came to Chicago, and when he 
learned of the evidence against her, desert- 
ed her. 

Forsaken by everybody, she appeared be- 
fore Judge Brentano Nov. 15, where, as a final 
blow, J. F. Donovan, the attorney employed 
by the husband, withdrew from the case. 
Then she pleaded guilty and was sentenced 
to serve an indeterminate term of from one 
to twenty years. 


Husband Gets a Divorce. 

As soon as she started her sentence her 
husband. secured a divorce and the’ posses- 
gion of their only child, a girl of 5 years. 

Almost immediately after she was taken 
gt. Joliet a campaign to secure her release 
was begun by her relatives. They claimed 
that she was partially tmsane at: the time 
the thefts were committed. Married when 
very young to a man twice her years, she 
had been denied normal ways of amusing 
herself, it was claimed, and this led her to 
take up the life of a thief for its excite- 
‘ment. 

She was finally paroled to an officer of the 
Volunteers of America. She was taken to 
the home of a West Side merchant and em- 
ployed there for several months. Since then 
ncething has been heard from her in a public 
way until this latest slumming episode.

“Bob” Shields a Central Figure. 

One of the men subpcenaed by the commit- 
tee is. “ Bob” Shields, an insurance agent 
and political lobbyist of Superior, 
Christian F. Wiehe, brother-in-law of Ed- 
ward Hines, testified that at his request 
Shields searched the United ‘States and 
Canada to find men who were with Wiehe. 
and William Burgess in the smoking com- 
partment of a car attached to the Winnipeg 
flyer on the night of March 7 last. 

It also was brought out that Shields had 
obtained witnesses in litigation affecting the 
Edward Hines Lumber company, and that 
the Superior politician had been sent to Mar- 
quette, Mich., to obtain an affidavit from 
Shelley B. Jones. . 

Burgess testified, it will be recalled, that 
in the smoking compartment Wiehe to]d him 
he had contributed $10,000 to a Lorimer jack- 
pot. Four men swore Jones had said Edward 
Hines told him he had “ put Lorimer over ” 
as a United States senator and had collected 
a fund of $100,000 to do it. 

To break down the testimony of Burgess. 
Shields obtained affidavits from Charles Mc- 
Gowan, @ young Canadian; John B. Price of 
Seattle, Wash., both of whom have testified, 
and others. 


Shields’ Methods Shown by Price. 

Shields’ methods were described by Price 
as follows: . 

SENATOR KENYON—Had you ever 
thought of this matter at all, Mr. Price. 
until Mr. Shields came to see you? 

MR. PRICE—No sir. 

SENATOR KENYON—There was noth- 
ing about it to impress itself on your 
mind? 

MR. PRICE—No sir. When he came to 
the office I was very much surprised and 
did not know what it was about. 

SENATOR KENYON — When Mr. 
Shields commenced to talk to you, your 
memory became a little clearer? 

MR. PRICE— Yes. 

SENATOR KENYUN—If Mr. Shields 
had not talked to you, you would not 
attempt to tell this committee who went 
cut of that smoking compartment first, 
second or third, would you?

An affidavit signed by Jones was obtained 
by Shields, containing an absolute denial of 
any conversation with Hines since 1907, and 
especially in reference to Senator Lorimer.

Roman Catholic Primate Expresses 
Joy That Measure Is Passed. 


Westminster, Md., July 23.—[Special. ]—Car- 
dinal Gibbons, primate of the Roman Catho- 
lic church in the United States, passed the 
seventy-seventh milestone of his life today, 
quietly at the residence of T. Herbert Schri- 
ver, near here., ) 

After celebrating mass in a private chapel 
arranged especially for his use at the Schri- 
ver, house, the cardinal enjoyed an auto- 
mobile ride. The prelate expressed his grati- 
tude for his continued health and strength, 
which, he said, however, is slowly declin- 
ing. He seemed pleased when assured that 
the, decline must be slow indeed, as he ap- 
pears as vigorous physically and mentally 
as he was years ago. 


Refers to Silver Jubilee. 

He referred to the demonstration in his 
honor at the recent silver jubilee of his ele- 
vation to the cardinalate. He said he was 
especially gratified that on that occasion 
sect and denomination seemed .to have been 
sunk, that Protestants and Jews as well as 
Catholics had united in the observance. 

His eminence stated that his heart was 
deeply touched by this manifestation of re- 
gard by so many of his fellow citizens of 
diverse religious views, and expressed his 
great appreciation of this exhibition of kindly 
feeling. The presence of President Taft on 
that occasion, he said, was the cause of 
especial gratification. The celebration, he 
declared, Came to him in a measure as a 
eurprise, especially as to the extent of the 
demonstration. ; 


AbBorrence of Divorce.

country to the natural products of Canada. 
_ “] voted. for the passage of the bill, be- 
cause, in my judgment, in removing the bar- 
rier between the United States and Canada 
we are pursuing a course which will inevita- 
‘bly increase trade and create and maintain 
tain that friendly relationship which should 
exist between us as neighbors. We speak 
one language; our customs, habits, and 
needs are the same; the economic conditions 
surrounding us are similar. 


Must Keep Foreign Trade. 

“Tt is of the greatest importance that 
something be done in the direction of not 
only retaining the foreign-trade we now 
control, but that every effort be made in 
order that our industrial interests may not 
be hampered by a reduction of our exports 
ef manufactured articles. ‘ 

“By entering into reciprocal trade rela- 
tions with Canada we should be greatly bene- 
fited. Our exports to that country for the 
year ended March 31, ‘1911, amounted to 
$284,948,739, or 61.7 percent cf its entire im- 
ports. With a population of less than 8,000 - 
000 this would represent imports from the 
United States amounting to more than $30 
per capita of its population. The possibilities 
of increasing that trade are unlimited when 
we consider that Canada is growing rapidly, 
and will never be in. position to compete 


my judgment the going into effect of the 
agreement will mark a new epoch in the re- 
lations between the United States and Can- 
ada, and it will tend to a marked increase in 
the trade between the two countries, which 
will be in every way beneficial to both. 


Gives Praise to Knox. 


“TIT hope the credit that belongs to Secre- 
tary Knox.and his special assistants at the 
state department in the negotiating and 
framing of the compact and their lucid ex- 
planation and defegee of its terms will not 
be, withheld. 

“In a sense the bill passed was a non- 
partisan measure, although the Republicans 
who voted for it probably did so on an eco- 
nomic theory and the Democrats who voted 
for it on another.

Chairman Wolters of the Anti-Prohibition 
State association this evening issued the 
following statement: 

“To Anti-Statewiders Throughout the 
State: Almost complete returns indicate 
beyond question that we have won by a good 
majority. It is absolutely necessary, how- 
ever, to guard closely the boxes and returns 
so the actual results will be protected every- 
where. Please watch closely.” 

Chairman Ball's statement follows: 

“In-spite of wholesale fraud in various 
sections of the state, in poll tax payments by 
liquor interests, and a practically solid Mex- 
ican vote and 85 per cent.of the negro vote 
against the prohibition amendment, prohi- 
bition in my best judgment has been carried 
by not less than 10,000 majority.”

LABOR MEN WARN INFORMER? 


Mrs. Wenzel, Who Told Secrets, 
Says She Was Threatened. 


WATOHES, PISTOL IN HAND. 


Former. Wife of Alleged Slugger Keeps 
Vigil, Fearing Violence. 


Mrs. Anna Jack-Pinderski- Wenzel believes 
she is facing grave danger as a result of her 
revelations of a citywide labor slugging con- 
spiracy made yesterday through THE TRIB- 
UNE. She is preparing to seek a hiding place 
until such time as her testimony may be re- 
quired before a grand jury 

After she had told a reporter the secrets 
she claims to have learned while living with 
Walter Pinderski, alleged slug@mer. her for- 
mer husband and later persecutor, Mrs. 
Wenzel says she kept an all-night vigil in her 
home, 3856 Wrightwood avenue, revolver in 
hand. 

Despite her precautions, however, shé says. 
a threatening note, written on a bit of paste- 
board, was thrust under the door during the 
night. 

Has Lost All Fear. 

Mrs. Wenzel displayed the card, on which 
was written: 3 

“Don't think you'll get away with this 
The more you talk the worse it will be for 
you in the end. .Get wise.” 

“T’m used to that sort of thing and I have 
Icet all fear,”’ said Mrs. Wenzel, who is suf- 
fering from the effects of a terrific beating 
administered by Pinderski Monday night 
“lhey'’ve kept me in terror as long as they 
con, and I'm going to tell everything now. 

“T want to live, though, until I get my re- 
venge for all these months of persecution. 
and I think I had better go awey and hice 
until I am wanted.” 


Woman Implicates Detective. 

Mrs. Wenzel, whose present husband is a 
city fireman, said she head much more in- 
formation concerning the alleged slugging 
conspiracy than she has made public, and 
will be able to support her statements with 
documentary evidence. She claims to be in 
possession of letters and checke signed by 
high union officials In proof of their com- 
plicity and says she can identify at least one 
detective who fs paid by labor officials to 


work hand in hand with the sluggers. 


Pinderski, who is being held in the county 
jail for trial on a charge of assault and bat- 
tery preferred by his former wife, denied her 
story in detail yesterday. 

“I knew the woman well before I mar- 
ried her, and when I did make her my wife 
it was because she threatened me with a 
revolver 

“I am not a slugger. I am a carpenter 
by trade and a member of the unlon. I be- 
longed the same local as Vincent Altman, 
and knew him, of course. If I were a slugger 
Go you think I would Fe allowed to stay tn 
jail when my bond is only $900? 


Says She’s Crazy. 

“I don't know ‘* Moss’ Enright, though, 
of course, I have heard of him. Nor @id 
I ‘ever threaten this woman. I beat her 
up because she tried to go through my pock- 
ets as she used to when she was my wife. 
She had asked me to call on her and we 
both hag been drinking. She's crazy.”’ 

In her story Mrs. Wenzel said that Pin- 
derski, who fs a brother of Louis Pinderski, 
recently appointed assistant state's attor- 
ney, made his living for more than ten years 
as a member of the “ wrecking crew."" She 
said she was coerced into marriage with him 
at the time Vincent Altman was on trial 
because, as the wife of Pinderski, she could 
not testify against him in the event he was 
caught In the net.

Mills’ ‘‘ Edisonia’’ Operator Arrested; 
Released on $400 Bail. 


A game of chance—unlimited chance to 
lose your week's wages in a short time— 
which has been operated for some time at 
Mills’ “‘ Edisonia.”’ 352 South State street, 
was running yesterday afternoon with lerger 
stakes offered than ever before. At least 
it was running for a time. 

Following the story of the gambling scheme 
printed in THE SUNDAY TRIBUNE, a reporter 
visited the place in the afternoon. At 2 
o'clock the game was well under way, with 
five players, four of them, strangely enough, 
the same men that have been seen at each 
visit apparently winning hundreds, and the 
fifth—the ever present ‘fall guy,’’ all anx- 
fous to win ‘‘ a dollar for a quarter” or “ five 
for a half.” : 

At 2:05 Chief McWeeny was notified at 
his residence that the game was running. 

‘What, again?’ he said. “I'll see to it 
at once.” 

Always Wins Money. 

As the game progressed stakes became 
higher, until finally, after the operator had 
won twenty consecutive plays, he offered $25 
against $1 that a black number would be 
turned up. It was. 

At 2:15 the telephone rang in a booth close 
beside the gaming table. 

“ Telephone,”’ yelled the operator, and @ 
“ capper’ hurried to answer it. Ashe came 
out of the booth he exchanged a glance with 
the operator, and the game continued as 
before. | : 

At 2:35 p. m., just as the generous and fair 
minded person in charge advised the crowd 
around the table that ‘“‘one dollar gets you 
fifteen,” Lieut. Tobin and Detectives Barry, 
McGuire, and Marsh stepped quietly up to 
the table and took a hand in the game.

Fear Greeks Who Learn to Sell Goods 
Without Noise Ordinance Stops. 


A general strike of peddlers has been 


called for this morning and Chief of Police. 


McWeeny. fearful of a resumption of the 
rioting that resulted in the murder of a 
Greek a month ago, has ordered every avail- 
able subordinate detailed on reserve dut) 
prepared to meet any emergency. 

Th peddiers are striking against them- 
s¢lves—every one of them being his own em- 
ployé—but the trick is being turned in re- 
tallation for provisions in the anti-noise 
ordinances, which the city ceuncil has stead- 
fastiy refused to repeal, 

Mayor Harrison suspended the ordinance 
after the murder of the Greek, George Matro- 
polis, on June 20, when 200 peddlers, lead 
by Ald. Egan and Ald. Powers, marched to 
the city hall. In the interim repeated ef- 
forts have been made for passage of an 
amendment that would permit peddlers to 
cry Sut their wares between 9 a m. and 
4 p. m. 

But the amendment was decisively voted 
down at last Monday’s council meeting. On 


Saturday Chief McWeeny ordered a re 
inforcement of the ordinance. 


| Keep Horses in Barns. 

Formal order to strike was issued yester- 
day afternoon when 1.200 members of the 
Peddiers’ Protective assoctation crowded into 
Metropolitan hall. Jefferson and O’Brien 
streets, and unanimously voted to keep horses 
in their barns this morning, permit fruit and 
vegetables to rot in cars and let ice on hand 
melt in the storage houses. 

At titnes the meeting bordered on the 
riotous. Speakers who suggested that pres- 
sure on their aldermen might prove a more 
effective method of repealing the anti-noise 
ordinance were hooted down. Commission 
men, graduated from ranks of peddlers, who 
requested that the strike be deferred until 
the middle of the week so produce on the 
tracks for today might be disposed of. were 
laughed at and jeered as common enemies 
of the strikers. 


Leaders Try to Allay Feeling. 

B. Lipsiz, president of the organization, 
was the leader fora more conservative meth- 
od of showing displeasure at the ordinance, 
and talked for an hoyr in support of his 
theories, but firfilly had to give way to the 
majority. 

Finally. Isaac Levi, who, with M. Kauffer, 
was sent as a delegate from the United Ped- 
diers’ Protective association, obtained the 
floor and said his organization passed reso- 
lutions Wednesday to strike if the meeting 
would come toa similar decision. With his 
announcement the meeting arose in a body 
anc cheered approval. It was not neces- 
sary to count the “ ayes” and “noes."’ Not 
@ man on the main fioor or gallery retained 
his seat when the rising vote was taken. 
The only opposition came from the leaders 
on the platform. 

The meeting was called to order at 20 clock. 
The vote was taken at 5, but at 8 several 
hundred were still in session enjoying the 
futile attempts of the leaders to have the 
meeting reconsider its action for immediate 
atrike. 

Noiseless Greeks Feared. 

Jewish peddiers predominate by a big ma- 
jerity in the two organizations represented 
at the meeting. There was a fair sprinkling 
of Americans and other nationalities, but a 
dearth of Italians amd Greeks, and for this 
reason the leaders of the organization, jud¢- 
ing by their impassioned speeches, scent 
trouble. 

The Greeks have their own business or- 
ganization. The Greeks’ speakers pointed 
wagons, have their regular customers and 
have demonstrated their ability to do busi- 
ness without shouting for customers. The 
Jews, according to the-speakers, do busi- 
ness on a smaller scale, pay less attention to 
building up a regular trace in fixed localities 
and change their selling specialties, as well 
as their routes, from time totime, and, there- 
fure, find it necessary to call out what they 
have in stock. 

William Hichenholtz, representative of a 
farmers’ organization, announced that the 
farmers would taboo the Randolph street 
and South Water street markets, but he 
aCced that for the present the shippers would 
take their products to the Sixty-third street 
and South Chicago markets.

Giffany Rake Takes 


Swimming Lessons. 


BY RICHARD HENRY LITTLE. 
EARNING to swim is now one of the 
most enjoyable sports in public favor 
and takes precedence over golf, tennis, 
snowshoeing, skating, and button, but- 
ton, who’s got the button? Learning to 
swim is a most delightful game, if played 
right. There are some people, of course, who 
cheat in every game they take up, and some 
people are mean enough to cheat in learning 
to swim. There’s Giffany Rake, for instance. 
Giffany has a summer residence in Wisconsin 
or Michigan or some other deep sea going 
island and wishes to learn tc swim before he 
resorts to his sumrme: home on his annual va- 
cation. Giffany has been practicing the game 
in the swimming pool of his club, but he does 
not play fair. 7 
When Giffany finds himself over his head, 
instead of foilowing rule 1 and lying on his 
side ‘and moving h.s hands in a horizontal 
plane from a point beyond his head to where 
they point directly to the corn on the little 
toe of his left foot, Giffany simply drinks up 
the .water in the tank until he is able to let 
down. his feet and wade ashore. This is most 
unfair. The swimming instructor at the club 
has a theory that if a person who cannot swim 
finds himself in deep water he will strike out 
naturally and swim to a place of safety. 

But what can be done with a swimmer who, 
instead of being terrified and striking out 
naturaliy, simply resorts to the Yow subter- 
fuge of drinking up the water?

The swimming teacher has exhausted all 
his arguments with Giffany, but in vain. He 
told Giffany in pointed language that the 
water in the tank was for swimming purposes 
and not for domestic: use. He said that if 
Giffany really insisted on drinking up the 
water he would squeeze two lemons and throw 
a cupful of sugar into the tank every day, as 
he thought Giffany might like lemonade bet~ 
ter than plain water. 

Giffany paid no attention to the wild words 
of the ewimming teacher, but again plunged 
in and drank greedily of the water in the 
tank until he had lowered it to a point which 
wowld permit of his standing up and waiking 
around. Then the swimming teacher asked if 
Giffany would like a little Scotch whisky 
poured into the water in the tank so that he 
eould have a highball, out Giffany still re- 
fused to make answer. Then the swimming 
teacher, who is of foreign birth and refuses 
to see a joke, called Giffany t& him and told

him how foolish it was to think that he could 
always save himself from drowning by drink 
ing up the water instead of striking out with 
his hands and feet like a man or a builfrog. 
Giffany insisted that he was not trying to 
drink up the water but that he was unable 
to make his head behave, and that every time 
he tried to swim his head attempted to dive, 
Then the swimming instructor said that, sup- 
pose Giffany was swimming in the ocean, 
where the water is all salt, what would he 
do when he tried to drink it up? Giffany said 
the swimming instructor made him laugh— 
that the salt in the water would make him 
thirstier the more he drank and the thirstier 
he was the more he would drink. 


This made the swimming teacher angry 
and he would net talk to Giffany for three 
days. Then the swimming teacher said he 
would teach Giffany the Australian crawl, 


‘the Australian crawl is a fine stroke in swim- 
ming, but it requires the swimmer to immerse 
his head after every other stroke, 
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Giffany improved on this by keeping his head 
immersed all the time. However, he kept his 
feet beating madly above the water on the 
theory that he could breathe through his toes. 
This can possibly be done, although it has not 
been accomplished as yet by even our best 
ewimmers. The swimming teacher next de- 
cided to teach Giffany the breast stroke. In the 
breast stroke the arms are pushed violently 
cut from the chfn and then swept apart in a 
wide easy circle. The legs are drawn up close 
to the ears and then shot violently -backward, 
displacing a large quantity of water and pro- 
pelling the body forward. 

Giffany did the wide sweeping circles with 
his arms, but he worked on the theory that he 
was un aeroplane and that his legs had to 
work against the air instead of the water. Gif- 
fany also insisted even in the breast stroke in 
rubbing his nose closely along the bottom of 
the tank. The swimming teacher pointed out 
hat if Giffany insisted on swimming in this 
manner no owner of a private bathing beach 
would admit him to his lake because Giffany 
would plow the bottom all up and rile the wa- 
ter besides annoying the fish. 

A fish does not like to have a swimmer stab 
him in the back with his nose. But Giffany 
insisted on modifying the breast stroke to suit 
himself, so the swimming instructor said he 
would teach him the side stroke in which only 
one ear is kept under water. ‘But Giffany never 
could get right in his head just which ear it 
was that had to be kept in the damp. If he 
were swimming on his left side he invariably 
kept his right ear under water and if he swam 
or. his right side he kept his left ear under wa- 
ter. The swimming teacher made caustic. com- 
ment. but Giffany pointed out the superiority 
of his system because while common swimmers 
kept only one ear under Giffany kept both. The 
swimming instructor next decided that Giffany 
should not learn anything about strokes until 
he had mastered the art of floating on his back. 

ae 


Floating on the back is extremely easy. All 
you have to do is to relax the body, throw out 
the arms, reer gently backward and ficat. Gif- 
fany obeyed the instructions carefully and 
floated nicely, but on the bottom of the tank 
instead of on the surface of the water. They 
had to drag the tank and run the water partly 
off in addition to what Giffany drank before 
they got him out, and they had to roll Giffany 
on a beer barrel for thirty minutes before he 
Was able to sit up end listen while the swim- 
ming instructor tol@ him how he had erred in 
the matter of float. What the swimming in- 
structor said to Giffany was the cause of a 
hasty meeting of the board of directors of’ the 
club.and the swimming instructor was imme- 
Clately discharged and Giffany is now 
lessons in his bath tub at home under the 4i- 
rection of a correspondence school of swim- 
ming and “how to dive in ten lessons by mail.”

Greatest Revival Move © 
Since Wesley Begins. 


ILVER BAY, N. Y., July 23.—[Special.] 

-—-Declaring the American church is in 

retreat before the great problems of 

the day, Dr. J. W. Williamson ‘of the 

First Baptist church of St. Louis opened 
the preliminary conference of the Men and 
Religion Forward Movement today before 
350 delegates from six states and provinces 
of this country and Canada. 

The ‘movement represents, for the first time 
iu history, every Protestant ‘denomination in 
the United States, and will embrace a series 
of weekly campaigns, beginning in Septem- 
ber, in seventy-five of the largest American 
and Canadian cities. 

Among the speakers is William J. Bryan. 
James G. Cannon, president of the New York 
clearing house, is the chairman, and Fred B. 
Smith of the International Y. M. C. A. is the 
campaign leader. 
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The campaign promises to be the greatest 
revival movement since Wesley’S time. Among 
the organizations participating are the follow- 
ing: 

The Baptist brotherhood, Congregational 
Brotherhood of America, Gideons, International 
Sunday School association, international com- 
mittee of Young Men's Christian association, 
Lutheran brotherhood, Methodist brotherhood, 
Presbyterian Brotherhood of America, and 
United Presbyterian brotherhood. 

Dr. Williamson said in his opening address: 

‘This is one of the most remarkable assem- 
blies in the history of Christianity—the proph- 
ecy of a new day. Too long has the church 
been retreating from the eonflict. The call is 
now to heroism, and no evil in individual or 
national life can stand before a heroic chufch. 
Men are realizing that in the conquest of the 
material world they have forgotten God. This 
ts the whole secret of the unrest which chai- 
acterizes every department of life. 

~~ 

“The great revivals of history have been 
the work of laymen. The first, in the firs§ cen- 
tury, made the continent of Asia Christian. The 
second was conducted by the lay monks of the 
Roman church. The third was the marvelous 
Wesleyan movement. This is the fourth, and 
the Christian manhood of the continent will 
arise as never before, not merely to enroll new 
names on the books of the churches but, what 
is of infinitely greater significance, to make the 
will of Christ supreme in the lives of men.”

Mock Mince Pie. 


HE mock mince pie used to be a New Eng- 
land summer dessert. Those who hadeld 
cider did not have to wait until tye first 
Sreen apples went into the presses for 
one of their ingredients, but on a Gy 

vhen the fruit supply was low out came 
Boston crackers and the raisins and ra 
mince ple was put together. It was a pleasant 
reminder of joys to come, for the mince pie pat 
excellence used to be made in the vicinity of 
the north Atlantic coast, a mince pie that was 
suave with apple, gentle with new cider, and 
— spicy with home ground cinnamel, 
etc. 

Nothing of the lore of the real mince ple a 
taches itself to the mock mince. It was a home 
pie and not for.company, as the former often 
was. Miss Leslie, after giving an elaborate 
recipe for mince meat, adds: “The above mince 
pies are for company.”

Mies Parloa’s recipe for mock mince pies is 
brief, but, of course, is of New England Iti 
“Two pounded crackers, one cup of molasse, 
one of cider, one of chopped raisins, two eggs 
one teaspoon of salt, one of clove, two of a 
namon, one of mace, one nutmeg. Bake forty 
minutes. This quantity makes two pies.” The 
one nutmeg is probably a mistake here It 
doubtful if it even means one teaspoonful of 
nutmeg.

No Rain for Months, and the Water 
System Fails as Mains Break. 


PARIS, July 23.—Paris is sweltering in the 
worst heat wave experienced in the last 
quarter of a century, which is made more 
severe by the drought, not a drop of rain 
having fallen for a month. The thermom- 
eter has risen for the last eight days from 
86 to 97, the latter figure being attained 
yesterday. ‘

At Fontainebleau, the drought was respon- 
sible for the spread of a fire which broke 
out in the most picturesque part of the for- 
est, fifteen acres of which were destroyed. 
The troops succeeded in getting this fire 
under control, when a more serious out- 
break occurred around Salamandre Rocks. 
The fire burned over about 1,500 acres and 
kept the troops busy all night before they 
succeeded in mastering it. 


Germany Suffers from Heat. 

BERLIN, July 23.—Germany is suffering 
from the most oppressive heat wave since 
1964. Some of the registering instruments 
recorded 104 degrees. Multitudes have gone 
to the suburban lakes, but have experi- 
enced little relief. The temperature along 
the seacoast is equally high. Many heat 
prostrations are reported from Stettin, Ham- 
burg, Cologne, and elsewhere.

|CUBANS IN PANIC; 


CAUSE MYSTERY 


People Cannot Understand 
Action of Government in 
Preparing for War. 


SAY GOMEZ IS AFRAID. 


Threat \to Crush Any Uprising 
Without Merey <Arouses 
Anger of Enemies. 


HAVANA, July 23.—Not since the re- 
establishment of the Cuban republic have 
there existed such peculiar political condi- 
ticns as have prevailed for the last few weeks 
—conditions fraught with great unrest and 
much peril to the republic, and yet apparently 
not assignable to any specific source other 
than the nervous tendency of the people to 
yield to alarm on insufficient provocation. 

This tendency has been stimulated by the 
action of the government in making osten- 
tetious military preparations for defense 
and indulging in expressions of its determina- 
tion to crush any attempt at revolution when 
there is not visible any symptom of disorder. 


Shake Faith in Government. 

The result of this policy on the part of 
President Gomez and his advisers has hada 
bad effect. Already confidence in the gOV- 
ernment has been shaken and the adminis- 
tration has alienated many of its supporters. 

The immediate provocation of this state 
of affairs was the initiation of attacks on the 
administration by the newspaper El Dia. 
founded for this purpose by Congressman Ar- 
mand Andre, wherein it was charged that the 
president and his entourage had accumu- 
lated vast sums by distributing enormously 
valuable concessions among foreign corpo- 
rations and political friends of the adminis- 
tration. 

Call to Arms Brings Scare. 

The city was thrown into semi-panic by 
the sudden call to arms of the garrison of 
Calste la Fuerza and the surrounding of the 
palace after midnight by rural guards, artil- 
lery, and infantry.».According to the palace 
the movement was meérely for the purpose of 
determining how rapidly the troops could be 
turned out in an emergency. The people 
openly declared the administration was 
panic stricken. 

Then Gen. Machado issued a statement de- 
nouncing the critics of the presi@gent, who, 
he declared, was a sdidier who would not 
flinch from shedding blood, and making the 
astonishing declaration that even should Ww 
per cent of the Cuban people oppose the pres-

Bryant started the breeding of maggots 
and there was an immediate and continuous 
improvement in health that led him to sup- 
pose the gas of the putrefied meat upon which 
he bred the maggots was the cause.

He sent: for his youngest daughter, who 


was in a consumption sanitarium in the Islé 
of Wight, and in two months she became a 
robust girl, having gained seventeen pounds, 
Bryant now has thirty patients breathing 
the odor of the putrefied meat, with a result 
that is said to be excellent. 
A gentleman of the district has given the 
local council $50,000 to erect a building for 
a test of the cure ona bigscale. John Burns, 
president of the local government board, or- 
dered the medical officer of the West York- 
shire health department to inspect Bryent’s 
establishment and report. 


Report Made by Analyst. 


A Bradford analyst accordingly was em- 
ployed, and he reports that an analysis of 
the samples of the atmosphere showed that 
its principal constitents are ammonia and 
trymethylamine, which even in a weak solu- 
tion destroy microbes in e few hours’ ex- 
posure.

SENSIBLE DUELS. 

The valorous activities of Henri Bern- 
stein these days in Paris bring the usages 
of the French due! to, the attention of un- 

_eomprehending persons who gibe at what 

‘they do not understand. For a polite and 

rational society the French code is perfec- 

tion in regulating men’s conduct towards 
each other. 

A polite and rational society naturally 
revolts against the mussiness and brutality 
of the German code, which invites if it 
does not demand blood, slaughter, lopped 
off limbs, or punctured heads. It is neither 

_ courteous nor sensible. It is a code of pas- 

- sion. ‘ 

It is a common fault of Americans to set 
the French method down as one requiring 
ho courage, and in American opinion a duel 
making no demands in this direction ob- 
viously and necessarily becomes a farce. 
This is a hasty and unwarranted conclusion. 

The French duel requires a high-order of 
courage. It requires both physical and men- 

tal courage. It demands a self-sacrificing 
courage. The respectable French duelist 
offers himself to his opponent's bullet. He 
says: My friend has offended me. I bate 
my friend. My friend shal! shoot at me. 

He knows that he will shoot at a twig 
above his friend’s head. He thinks that his 
friend will shoot at a twig above his head. 
But he casinot be certain until the shots are 
fired. His friend’s hand may tremble. The 
early morning air may upset his friend’s 
nerves. His friend may have had a bad 
night. His friend may be in a bad temper 
and his friend may say: I will rid the 

‘world of this fellow. : | 

There is a nice element of chance in it, 
and there is no justification for the state- 
ment that two Frenchmen facing each 
other on the dewy turf of an early morning 
are not displayi ing a fine quality of courage. 
It is a clean code and it recommends itself 
to fastidious men. It protects them from 
the humiliation of rough and tumble encoun- 
ters in the streets. What must refined 
Frenchmen think of American practices 

_ which permit a gentleman in a restaurant 

to hit another gentleman with a water bottle 

or to roll over and ove: ¥ith him in the 
gutter and gouge him”? 

A courteous and courageous nation, 
which has fought at thé drop of the hat 
through all its histogy, has spent centuries 
in finding a perfect codé by which men may 
govern their conduct towards each other. 
This code is too rational and reasonable to 
merit the scorn of people who do not un- 

derstand it.

THE DIRECT ELECTIONS “KNOT. 

The opponents of direct election of sen- 
ators have reason for elation over the im- 
passe into which that popular reform ba: 
worked itself. Between the south's fear 0: 
force bills—an unwarranted fear in this day 
and generation, Tue Trreune believes— 
and the north’s belief in federa! contro! over 
federal elections, this urgeutiy necessary 
| reform is stranded in a backwater. Every 
agent of Lorimerism, every plutocratic 
privilege holder, every jackpotter, every 
reactionary must rejoice in the mishap. 

Will public opinion force a break in this 
deadlock? Are there not enough genuine 
friends of this reform in congress to break 
it? Is there a way to break it? 

Tur TRIBUNE presents here an emphatic 
statement of the situation, submitted by a 
leading American citizen—a statement 
which deserves the respectful consideration 
of the party leaders. 

“Ts it not about time,” he says, “ for the 
Republicans and Democrats to quit playing 
politics in the election of senators and give 
the public a chance to elect their senators 
by direct vote? 

“if the Republicans controlled two- 
thirds of both houses and three-fourths of 
the states, so that they could put through 


'an amendment to the constitution by them- 


selves, they might be justidied in insisting 
that the amendment include language which 
would reserve federal control of elections. 
If the Democrats, on the other hand, con- 
trolled two-thirds of beth houses and three- 
fourths of the states, they might be justi- 
fied in insisting that the amendment should 
be so worded as to exclude federa! control. 

“But why should this question, which 
has been a disputed one for a century and 
is likely to be a disputed one until time shall 
end, be injected into this question at this 
time, when both Republicans and Demo- 
crats know that a partisan statement or 
resolution not only jeopardizes its submis- 
sion but jeopardizes its ratification? If the 
Republicans have their way there may be 
twelve sontbern states willing to reject it, 
and if the Democrats heve their way there 
may be as many as twelve northern states 
that would reject it. 

“ Why not leave the matter optiona! with 
the state? ~ This avoids the disputed ques- 
tion as to control of elections and gives the 
reform to the people without a particle of 
change to their party. To be sure, it will 
allow the southern states to go back to the 
partisan method if a ‘force bill’ is ad- 


mitted. But they have that right now. So 


the Republicans would not surrender any- 
thing, and the Democrats would not be sur- 
rendering anything, because they could re- 
turn to the partisan method. 

“If any other plan can be devised for 
eliminating the partisan issue that has been 
raised, let it be brought forward, but let 
us have the election of senators by the 
people, and have it now. Let us have 
it, and in such form as to insure ratification. 

“The politicians may want to prolong 
the fight, but the voters of all parties are 
now ready to take the election of senators 
into their own hands and prevent a repeti- 
tion of the disgraceful and corrupt elections 
that have compelled the abandonment of 
elections through legislation.” 

This practical solution is the same as 
that proposed by Mr. Bryan a few weeks 
ago. We see no other feasible plan to bring 
the amendment through congreg#and insure 
acceptance by three-fourths of the states. 
The American people are now awake to 
Lorimerism, with its juggled legislatures. 
They. demand the direct choice of their 
representatives. Compared to this need, the 
question of control of election details is in- 
significant. A fair compromise has been 
offered. It should be accepted in the in- 
terest of ap important constitutiona) re- 
form. 


THE SPOILS OF WAR. 
After all, there are compensations in our | 
modern bourgeois aristocracy. When the 
Medici and the Pazzi, the Montagues and 
the Capulets, or the Baglioni and the Oddi 
fell foul of each other there was little in it 
for the common people but cut throats and 
fractured skulls. 
Not so witb our modern feuds, as witness 
the struggle between Mrs. Ogden Mills and 
Mrs. John R. Drexel at Newport. We pass 
the significant change in the sex of the 
combatants. Our point is tlre fate of the 
commonalty, for it is reported that in this 
duel the tradespeople already are anticipat- 
ing gains to the tidy total ef a round million. 
In the old days it was the people who al- 
ways lost, whichever side won. Now the 
people always win. It is the check book 
that bleeds. and Jacques waxes fat in war 
time. 


AMELIORATING THE SOLDIER’S LIFE. 

One of the first things which Gen. Wood 
set himself to do when he became chief of 
staff was to ameliorate the condition of 
the enlisted man, and it is reported from 
Washington that it is not unlikely that the 
future wil! see some of the hard conditions 
removed or softened. A few years ago the 
number of desertions from the .army 
alarmed the -officers of the genera! staff 
and an investigation was set on foot. This 
investigation revealed the fact that the de- 
sertions were caused largely by the enforce- 
ment of old regulations, which were in many 
instances harsh and unjust. 

President Taft recognized the truth of 
this when he was secretary of war, and so 
did some members of the staff, but so long 
as the old regulations were in force little 


‘could be done to better the soldiers’ con- 


dition. While neither he nor Gen. Wood 
wishes to relax discipline, they believe that 
some of the punishments for desertion are 
too severe, and they hope by removing 
some of the conditions which cause enlisted 
men to desert they can reduce the number 
of defections from the ranks. 

Gen. Wood holds that many have been 
unduly punished, and hereafter, unless the 
man is an habitua! offender, the end can be 


: met by cutting off leave, the meting out of 


lowances. It is worth trying, at any rate. 


THE WEIGHT OF TREATIES. 

The modification of the Anglo-Japanese 
treaty in anticipation of the ratification by 
England and the United States of a gen- 
eral arbitration treaty is significant, but 
not unexpécted. It formally relieves Eng- 
land from the unpleasant possibility of hav- 
ing to choose whether to imbrue her hands 
in the blood of kinship or to break the most 
solemn and essential treaty obligations at 
the critical cost of an allied nation. 

It is superficial to say that this would be 
an easy choice to make, though we may a3- 
sume with a good deal of confidence that 
England would not and could not hesitate. 
Not only is blood thicker than water and 
stronger than the parchment of treaties but 
there are the sinews of commerce and the 
life blood of @nance that are not to be de- 
| Stroyed save in extreme necessity. 
| On the other hand, though treaties, like 
| the contracts of private individuals, and 
| like the most important laws of nations, still 
| must yield to overmastering needs, the civ- 
ilized world has left, or at least is leaving 
the stage in which any responsible govern- 
ment will readily repudiate them. Engiand 


| would injure her prestige in the east and 


would find her credit diminished even in 
Europe by breaking her solemn, explicit 
promise of aid to Japan. 

Further, her act should weaken the auv- 
thority of conventions and agreements 
throughout the world and would be a step 
backward. 

Progress in international relations lies ia 
the same direction as progress in human 
relations, from the vague, impulsive, con- 
crete, and personal relations of primitive 
society to the more definite regulated reia- 
tions of a well ordered state, and as con- 
tracts among individuals, so contracts 


in fact as civilization advances. 

“The conclusion of a forma! treaty be 
tween the United States and England is, 
therefore, an advance in civilized interna- 
tionalism, not because war is likely to occur 
between us, but because to provide explicit- 
ly and formally for a peaceful adjustment 
of differences establishes us to this extent 
in an era of law, places us upon a distinctly 
higher plane of civilized progress. ‘The 
whole cause of internationalism and world 
peace is greatly strengthened by such a 
deliberate act of two great powers. 

The United States government, meantime, 
makes no special case of England. Asa 
leader of the peace movement, it offers simi- 
lar relations to every power. There al- 
ready is indication that France may enter 
into a similar treaty. Is it not to be hoped 
that we may find Japan ready also’? A 
general treaty of arbitration with Japan 
would take the edge off the yellow bugaboo 
even if it did not altogether abolish it. 


THE PUBLIC AND THE PARES. 

About a year ago the park commissioners 
of New York City made what was consid- 
ered a remarkable concession to the public 
by admitting it to a small portion of the 
‘greens in Central park. Previous to that 
the grass was considered sacred and was 
studded with warnings to that effect, the

public being confined to the gravel walks 
aud a few bits of sward. The other day a 
map in the park listening to the concert 
was obliged to remain in the sun so long 
that he died from the effects of the heat. 

Whatever the defects of Chicago's parks 
may be,.the public has, as a rule, been 
freely admitted to that which makes the 
parks what they are—the swami. These 
parks belong to the public, and, within 
reason, the public should be freely admitted 
to enjoy them.

* BUCKETS AND DRIVERS. 

Chicago, July 21.—[{To the Friend of the 
People.J—Mr. Hugo Krause, secretary of 
the Anti-Cruelty seciety, recently had an 
article about drivers carrying water buckets 
for watering their horses. Will Mr..Krause 
please tell us where we can get water when 
we have the bucket? The only place I 
know of is a saloon. I do not drink or 
patronize saloons, so I am not supposed to 
go in and ask for water. He also says we 
should carry a sponge and sponge off the 
horses’ heads and sides. From. what I 
understand about a horse it is the worst 
thing a person can do to sponge a horse 
when it is warm. If he would investigate 
horses suffering from collar sores he would 
accomplish more than to talk about water 
buckets. 

. A DRIVER. 

More than half the trouble we have with team- 
eaters and team owners comes from just such an 
attitude as is displayed by this writer—viz.: a de- 
sire to switch the responsibility which naturally 
falls on them. In the matter of unloading, seeing 
that the harness fits properly, and supplying other 
necessaries, the tendency is generally to make the 
poor dumb animal bear the burden rather than to 
go to a little inconvenience and avoid trouble. 

The matter I have advocated about the bucket 
atid sponge is nothing new; it has been tried if New 
York, Philadelphia, and Cincinnati with good re- 
sults, and even here in Chicago several of the large 
packing houses always compel their teamsters to 
carry a bucket and to water frequently in small 
quantities, also sponging out the horse’s mouth and 
nostrils, besides cooling off the animal by spong- 
ing its sides, and then driving on instead of letting 
the horse stand, in which case it would be bad. In 
New York and Philadelphia the Humane societies 
have regular stations where, they sprinkle the 
horses with cold water and then ket the drivers 
drive on. 

Aa to the accessibility of water, I can only say 
that a call at any business place, or even private 
residence, with a request for a pall of water for 
@ thirsty horse wil] seldom be denied. | doubr 
even whether a saloonkeeper would refuse a horse 
a drink even if the driver is a temperance man, 
and surely there are many saloons that provide 
fountains for horses without restricting their use 
to patrons. I know this from personal observation.

MAN DISHWASHER 
ENDS WOMAN RULE 
New State Hight Hour Law 


Forces Hotels to Change 
Help or Ignore Code. 


GENTLER SEX HAVE PLACE 


| Managers Consider Them Cleaner 


and Better for Handling 
Fragile Ware. 


Because of the new law prohibiting women 
from working longer than ten hours a day, 
effective July 1, women dishwashers are 
gradually being displaced by men at Chicago 
hotels and restaurants. 

Average hours of women dishwashers were 
formerly about twelve hours a day, and at 
some of the restaurants they are still em- 
ployed twelve hours on alternate days. 

Hotel and restaurant proprietors say that 
men are the equals of women in washing 
dishes, and that the occupation js likely to be 
regarded as strictly a man’s job in the near 
future. 


Some Women Work 12 Hours Daily, 

In some restaurants and hoteles women 
were found to be working longer than ten 
hceure a day. The general plan in these 
places is to employ them twelve hours on 
one day and eight hours the next. At one 
big restaurant it wae said that the women 
“start in the morning and work until late at 
night.”’ 

Several qualifications of men éishwashers. 
as opposed to those of women, areas follows, 
according to the hotel men: 

Fhey do not break as many @ishes. 

They work faster. 

They do not take time to primp. 


Women Cleaner in Work. 

Advocates of women (d@ishwashers, how- 
ever, give women the following good marks: 

They are more economic. 

They wash dishes-more clean than men. 
‘They do not take time to “ hit the flowing 
bowl ’’ during working hours. 

“In moet big hotels virtually all dish- 
washing is done by machines,” said Assistant 
Manager Hutchins of the La Salle. “ These 
machines are capable of washing 240 dishes 
aminute. Men are needed to operate the ma- 
chines, however, and we have found them to 
be better quillfled for the position than 
women.’’ 

** Men are more carefu! than women at any 
stage of the game,” said Manager Moloney 
of Stillson’sa. ‘‘ They break fewer dishes and 
are usually more careful. We employ six 
male dishwashers, all Persians." 

‘We employ men to handle the heavier 
china and silverware,” said a representa-” 
tive of the Blackstone. ‘‘ Women, however, 
take care of the finer dishes, as their fingers 
are lighter. A man cannot handle small. 
dainty articles nearly as well.”’ 

“We don’t like to employ an American 
woman,’ said the manager of the Foochow 
restaurant, located in the heart of Chicago's 
Chinatown. ‘‘Chinamen work faster and 
don’t stop al! the time to fuss up.”

New York Woman Doctor De- 
clares They Cannot Stand Pace. 


CALLS HOUSEWORK IDEAL. 


Gives Opportunity for Daily Relaxation 
Needed by Weaker Sex. 


New York. July 23.—[Special.]—Dr. Buge- 
nia Hancock, a prominent New York phy- 
sician, indorses the recent declaration of 
Dr. Martha Lovell of Boston that women 
are shortening their lives by going into the 
business world. e 

*“ It is unquestionably true that women are 
physiologically unsuited to a business life,” 
said Dr. Hancock today. ‘‘ They have forced 
themselves or been forced into the world of 
stores, and shops, and offices, and they will 
soon, if they do not already, repentit. They 
cannot stand the killing pace of the modern 
industrial world, at least they cannot stand 
it for many years. 

“ Don't look at the girl beginners if you 
Want to prove this.. Study the business 
woman between 40 and 5O years of age. 
Note the drawn, tired lines around the 
mouth and bespectacled eyes. the listless, 
dragging steps, the nervoug bodily move- 
ment. When such a woman does not retire, 
frankly admitting that she is broken down, 
it is generally only because her finances will 
not permit such a step. 


Sacrifice Too Valuable. 

“In either case the sacrifice is too valua- 
ble and our American men should not per- 
mit it. As Dr. Lovell observes, the nat- 
ural work for a woman to do is housework. 
It is varied, light and adaptable. There 
is nearly always a chance to lie down, and 
relax completely at some hour of the day. 
The work is usually performed among pleas- 
ant, healthful surroundings and there ts no 
uncongenial crowd of fellow workers to get 
on one’s nerves. It is surely ideal. 

** Nevertheless, there are at least 6,000,000 
womep in America who are working outside 
their homes and most of them are working 
through this hot summer.” 

* Are there not certain health precautions 
which they can take?’ the doctor was asked. 

* Most certainly there are,’ she replied. 
“TIT will give you those that are considered 
most essential.”

DRIVER AND MECHANICIAN 
LOSE LIVES IN MOTOR RACE. 


Maurice Fournier and Louvet Killed 
When Front Axle Breaks in Grand 
Prix of Sarthe Club. 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE] 

LEMANS, France, July 23.—Maurice Fournier 
@ brother of Henry Fournier, the noted automo- 
bile driver, and his mechanician, Louvet. were 
killed near jhere today while competing for the 
grand prix offered by the Sarthe Auto club. Four- 
sary death was caused by the breaking of an 
axle. 

Fourteen of the twenty-one entrants started in 
the race, and Fournier was the first away, making 
the start at 7:02. During the sixth round the 
radiator of his car began to leak and the motor 
became heated. Fournier stopped at the nearest 
farm house and sought watér to cool the motor. 
So much time was lost by Fournier that he was 
overtaken and passed by Hemery, who had started 
at 8:13. Fournier made an effort to regain his 
lead and was going at the rate of sixty miles an 
hour when the front axle broke. The car was 
overturned. Fournier was caught beneath it 
and was instantly crushed to death. Louvet, his 
mechanic, was hurled a distance of twenty feet. 
He was hurried to a hospital where he died. Both 
Fournier and Louvet were born in Lemans. 

Hemery, who was driving a Fiat car, won the 
race in 7:06:30. He was the only one to finish 
twelve rounds when the race was stopped at 4 
o'clock. Two others were making the tenth 
round when the contest was called off. Best, in 
a Bugatti car, made the ten rounds in 7:57. 

The attendance was large, but it hardly repaid 
the Sarthe club’s efforts to revive the grand prix. 
Represertatiye drivers did not enter. There 
was much talk that leading American Grivers 
were to enter, but they failed to materialize.

which would include the Interborough Rapid 
Transit company as well as the Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit as participants in the city's 
proposed rapid transit development.

was responsible for a sharp reaction in the 
Interborough-Metropolitan stocks and bonds, 
but this movement had but temporary influ- 
ence on the genera! list, which later, ignor- 
ing the movement in the traction stocks, ad- 
vanced to a new high level for the week and 
in fact for the year.

tions reported at the close of July. if, indeed, 
not an actuel improvement such as occurred 
during June, brought about a selling move- 
ment which the speculators long of cotton 
found it impossible to withstand. 

The decline in cotton to below 12 cents for 
some of the new crop options, compared with 
the 16 cent quotation lately established for 
old crop options, means much more than the 
discomfiture of an overconfident cotfon spec- 
ulation.

houn May Be Induced 
to Run.

‘Washington, D. ’C., July 23.—[Special.J— | 
The indications are there will be a bumper 


crop of Republican gubernatoria! candidates 


in Illinois. Following the development that | 


Internal Revenue Collector Frank Smith is 
preparing to take the field as an anti~Deneen 
candidate it transpired today that other aspi- 
ranis are making similar plans. 


It was stated authoritatively that Speaker 


Adkins of the Illinois house of representa- 
tivee will announce his gubernatorial ambi- 
tion within the next fortnight and that he 
will have the backing not only of his own 
legislative district but of the solid Nine- 
teenth congressional district represented and 
controlled by William B McKinley. 

This will constitute a public acknowledg- 


ment by Congressman McKinley that he is 


against Deneen for renomination. It has 
been charged that Adkins te defying the 
governor and using his gavel to defeat the 
Deneen waterway legislation had the ap- 
probation of Mr. McKinley. 


No Surprise to Politicians. 
The congressman denied the truth of the 
accusation, saying he favored the Deneen 


Waterway and particulariy his water power 


conservation plan and that he was not re- 
sponsible for the actions of Adkins. 
It was known, however, that McKinley 


Was codperating with the interests opposing 
the waterway water power bill. That 


Speaker Adkins should be rewarded with 
the support of the McKinley organization, 
therefore, occasions no surprise among Iili- 
nois politicians. 


The McKinley following has a deep inter- 


est also in the candidacy of Col. Smith, 
though it is of a different character. 


If Mr. Smith wants to run for the guber- 
gatoria!l nomination it will be necessary for 


him to resign his office as United States in- 
ternal revenue collector. Congressman Mc- 
Kinley has a candidate for the vacancy that 
would be created in this manner. His can- 
didate is Joe Weir, postmaster at Rantoul, 
and one of the congressman's chief lieuten- | 
ants.

McKinleyites say Weir is entitled to the 
plum whenever it is relinquished by Col. 
Smith. 

Rodenberg Reported Undecided. 

Congressman Rodenberg is reported as un- 
decided whether to become a candidate for 
governor. He is less inclined to enter the 
rece than he was several months ago. Little 
ig known’ of the plans of Frank C. Low- 
den, although some of his friends here state 
emphatically that he will not be a candi- 
date under any circumstances on account 
of his impaired health. 

There is a good deal of speculation on the 
possibility of William J. Calhoun being in- 
. duced to run when he returns on his leave 
of absence from Pekin. 

Lieut. Gov. Oglesby is believed to be likely 
to come out es an anti-Deneen candidate, 
bidding for all elements of the conserva- 
tive and reactionary wing of the party. 

The candidacy of State Senator Jones is 
béing closely examined by Illinois leaders 
here. The unanimous opinion of Repub- 
lican members of the Illinois delegation in 
congress is that he will not attract much of 
@ following. 


Await Decision of Calhoun. 

How much this split in the ranks of the , 
Republican progressives in that state will 
injure the chances of the renomination of | 
Gov. Deneen is a matter of speculation. It 
fs significant, however, that several pro- 
gressive leaders who are dissatisfied with 
_ the governor's political policy refuse to go 
over to Jones. They are waiting to see 
whether Calhoun is a candidate. They ad- 
mit, however, that they probably will re- 
main in the Deneen camp.

TAXI ORDINANCE 


New Law ‘Regulating Rates 
Causes Passenger Dilemma 
and Costs Him Money. 


EXTRA FARE INVOLVED. 


Changes Companions on Continu- 
ous Ride and Charged Addi- 
tional Fee for Each. 


A queer anomaly has been found in the 
new taxi ordinance which went into effect 
July 13. A young man discovered it yester- 
day afternoon, and. greatly angered there- 


by, telephoned Tue Trisunz to find out | 


where he stood. This is the situation: 

Just as he was stepping into a taxicab 
near Grant park with the intention of glid- 
ing over on the north side and picking up a 
young woman with whom he had a dinner 
engagement he. beheld another feminine 
acquaintance struggling past in the rain 
Knowing that she lived only a few doors 
from the young woman with whom he had 
the engagement, he invited her to fump in. 
She jumped. 


Additional Fare Charged. 

In the construction of the taxi ordinance 
the young man thus made himself liable to 
a 20 cent additional fare, it reading, “SO 
cents for the first mile, 10 cents for each 


@ucceeding quarter mile, and 20 cents for 


each additional passenger for the entire 
journey.’ However, when, after leaving his 
chance companion at her home, he picked up 
the other girl and started downtown, it was 
with the assumption that, the 20 cents hav- 
ing been paid, it would be unnecessary to 


pay it again. He still had his one additional | 


passenger, and the taximeter violently at- 
tested that his journey had not ceased. 


Taxi Driver Disagrees. 

“It's your second passenger,"’ said the taxi 
@river; ‘you'll have to pay another 20 cents.’’ 
The young man protested, argued, threat- 
ened, but the driver was inexorable. Finally 
the young man paid the extra charge, thus 
settling the bill, but not the question. 

Walden W. Shaw ofthe Shaw Taxicab com- 
pany acmitted last night thet the.point was 
too deep fér him. 

“TI believe, though,”’ he added, ‘“‘ that the 
¢griver was right. The 20 cents additional 
charge is made for purposes of the taxicab 
company’s protection in case there is an acci- 
cent. It acts as a sort of insurance premium. 
" Now, if the woman had not paid we would 
mot have been insured. Therefore, each one 
of the woman passengers should have been 
cherged 20 cents. Still, the point is too 
delicate to decide absolutely.”
